Relating to Claim 11: 

Since DOLAN teaches, "Since the procedure is the same once the identity and addresses 
of the nth order neighbor base station is known, further description is omitted for the sake of 
brevity "' (Dolan, Col.8; 53-56), which corresponds to the claimed limitation as "without 
. renewing the identification information when the radio terminal moves from an area of a first 
radio base station." Thus, handoff directly to that other base station by omitting the 
identification information, (Dolan, CoLS; 53-56), is exactly as applicant is rely upon, (as 
Applicant's Specification (filed on 02/27/2004), Page.l3; 7-15), that certainly, edify by 
DOLAN. Hence, it is believed that DOLAN still teaches the claimed limitations. 

Because the remaining claims depend directly/indirectly, from one of the independent 
claims discussed above, consequently the response is the same explanation as set forth above. 

With the intention of that explanation, it is believed and as enlighten above, the refutation 

are sustained.
